OF MAUNO LOA 


Aviators Seek to Blast Shut 
Gigantic Crater Which 


Threatens Hilo 


HILO, Hawaii, Dec, 28--Planes 
bombed the crupting volcan® 
Mauno Loa Friday in an attempt to 
divert a gigantic lava flow from the 
city of Hilo and its water supply. 

One plane dropped a 600-pound 
bomb on the great molten stream 
that had advanced to within four 
miles of the Hilo city reservoirs. 
Other bomb-laden army planes at- 
tecked the volcano itself, flying 
above the burning mountain to 
drop the great missiles on the 
source of the lava flow. 

The latter operation was an at- 
tempt to blast shut the gigantic 
crater which has been belching 
lava for five weeks. The aviators 
hoped to close the big vent and 
thus perhaps force the lava to find 
an outlet elsewhere

The story behind “With Napoleon in Russia” 
concerns a certain tin chest that for nearly a 
century reposed in the conservatory of the 
Caulaincourt chateau. All through the advance 
on Russia and during the retreat from Moscow, 
Caulaincourt, who had served two years as 
French ambassador at the court of Czar Alex- 
ander, was @s close to Napoleon as any man 
in the Grand Army. He was constantly by 
Napoleon's side, frequently warning him that 
the enterprise was doomed to failure.

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Tonsil Trouble 


By DOCTOR FRANK MeCOY 


The tonsils are lymphoid structures and are 
easily seen upon opening the mouth and say- 
ing, “Ah!” These smell, pink, bean-shaped 
masses lie on either side of the soft palate and 
should remain perfectly healthy throughout 
life. Every infant is born with a pair of sound, 
normal tonsils and if right 
habits of living were ob- 
served, diseased tonsils would 
become very rare. In child- 
hood the tonsils are much 
larger than later and it is 
likely that they do their most 
important work during the 
period of childhood. The 
tonsils are a part of the 
defense system of the body, 
their chief function being to 
combat infection. They might 
be called the watch-dogs of the throat. 

When it is necessary for the tonsil to screen 
out an abnormal quantity of waste material, it 
will respond by enlarging its working capacity. 
It will increase in size to handle the extra work 
The tonsil which is enlarged is by no means a 
diseased tonsil and surgeons now agree that the 
enlarged tonsil should be left alone. Enlarge- 
ment merely means that the tonsil has changed 
to meet an emergency as it exists. As a matter 
of fact, the enlarged tonsil is the one most 
easily returned to normal. In time, the tonsil 
may break down through continual overwork. 
instead of destroying the bacteria which come 
to it, it may lose its resistance and become 
infected. 

The most common cause of either enlarged 
or diseased tonsils is incorrect diet. The child 
fed on an excess of starches afd sugars, to the 
exclusion of other kinds of food such as vege- 
tables and meat, is the child most likely to 
develop tonsil disorders. The same dietary 
deficiency which throws too heavy a load on 
the tonsil will also produce the decayed teeth 
which so often accompany “sick” tonsils. The 
primary cause of diseased tonsils is a systemic 
cause, a cause arising from a faulty diet. 

Cutting out the tonsils does not remove the 
underlying cause—it can not possibly remove 
the cause which brought about the diseased 
tonsil in the first place. There is a reason why 
tonsils become swollen and inflamed, why they 
discharge, why they become “ragged” from 
chronic inflammation. That reason is found in 
the factors of living which affect the health of 
le body. The tonsils bear the brunt of 
the attack simply because of the kind of work 
they do. It is as logical to expect the tonsils to 
suffer first as it is to expect that in case of war, 
the soldiers who defend the front-line trenches 
rst. The tonsils are on the 
nt-line system of the body. It is their bus- 
s to protect you as long as they can.

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Law Of World Values 


Governs Prices 


By R. T. ELLIOTT, K.C 

In the final result the value of every circulating medium 
whether you call it money or call it social credit cheques is fixed 
by what it will buy on the basis of world values 


There is no escape from this law. No community and no nation 
can live to itself alone. It has been tried; and always failed 
There is a definite, governing, controlling force in the law of 
world values. This law ended the Roman empire, which tried to 
exist on the basis of taking what it wanted from the rest of the 
world by force of arms and giving nothing in return. This law 
ended the career of Napoleon Bonaparte 


his law ended prosperity and brought financial collapse in 
the United States and Canada when we tried by tariff laws to fix 


a standard of prices which differed from world values by the 
amount of prohibitive tariffs. 
World values are fixed by the actual transactions in world 


commerce of the whole trading world; so that to any extent to 
which prices are inflated by laws or tariffs in any nation, the pur- 
chasing power of\the circulating medium is reduced t like 
extent in that nation—a direct reduction of earning power 


a 


Applying this law to the theory of social credit, there will be 
a direct reduction of earning power to the extent to which prices 
have to be increased in order to redeem social credit cheques 
There being no means to control irrecoverable expenditures— 
which include all expenditures for things other than necessaries 
of life and industry—there will be power to maintain any 
coordination between social credit and world values

In practical result there will be no difference between the loss 
eaused by a plague of grasshoppers which eat up half the crops 
and reduce by one-half the amount for which the crops can be 
Sold; and an issue of social credit cheques which up to half the 
value of the crops have to be redeemed by a levy on the crops 
None of us have any difficulty in seeing that the grasshoppers get 
something for nothing; and reduce value of crops and earning 
power in so doing. 


Surely it is a fair request when the experts on social credit 
are asked to state definitely how loss of earning power and 
reduction of purchasing power can be avuided when social credit 
cheques are redeemed. A short plain statement will give the 
answer; unless there is no answer.
